Table  No.  1 covers  four  departments:  Insane,  Epileptic,  Inebriate  and 
Criminal  Insane. 

Receiving  Building  and  all  the  female  wards  have  been  under  the 
supervision  and  medical  service  of  Dr.  J.  W.  Ashby  and  his  assistant, 
Dr.  P.  H.  Winston,  for  a few  months  until  his  release  for  a year  as  an 
intern  in  a general  hospital  in  Richmond. 

In  this  service  for  women  there  are  seven  hundred  and  twenty-five 
patients. 

There  have  been  no  epidemic  diseases  in  this  department. 

Receiving  Building  : 

The  main  function  of  this  building  is  to  receive  all  new  women  pa- 
tients admitted  for  diagnosis  and  treatment.  While  here  they  are  vacci- 
nated for  typhoid  fever,  smallpox  and  a non-protein  nitrogen  taken. 
Hydrotherapy  is  especially  used  in  this  building. 

In  October,  1928,  a young  woman  coming  down  the  stairway,  leaped 
over  the  railing  and  received  an  injury  that  caused  her  death  several 
days  later.  The  interior  of  this  building  is  in  need  of  paint  and  it 
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would  be  a great  advantage  if  the  porch  used  by  the  strong  room 
patients  could  be  enclosed  so  that  it  could  be  made  comfortable  in 
winter. 

The  main  building  and  the  new  dormitory  named  “Brown  Building” 
are  where  all  other  female  patients  are  kept.  The  first  named  will 
accommodate  over  six  hundred  patients  and  the  building  is  made  up  of 
fire-proof,  fire-safe  and  non-fire-proof  construction.  The  general  con- 
dition on  inside  is  good  and  the  housekeeping  is  excellent,  always  in  a 
sanitary  condition.  In  connection  with  this  large  building,  we  could 
use  outdoor  court  yards  at  suitable  sites  for  outside  segregation  of 
patients  for  their  comfort  and  improvement.  All  patients  in  this  build- 
ing were  re-inoculated  with  the  typhoid  vaccine  this  year. 

Hospital  Building: 

This  building  bears  the  same  relation  to  our  institution  as  a general 
hospital  does  to  a city  or  town.  All  of  our  acute  sick,  the  surgical  and 
obstetrical  cases  among  patients  and  employees  are  carried  to  this  build- 
ing for  treatment.  Each  doctor  on  staff  is  responsible  for  his  patients 
taken  to  the  Hospital. 

The  wards  are  well  kept  and  the  sanitary  condition  is  good  on  every 
ward  and  in  every  room. 

There  were  seventy-one  major  operations  performed  and  thirty-one 
tonsillectomies  during  the  two  years. 

Dix  Hill  School  of  Huesing: 

The  Horth  Carolina  Board  of  Hurse  Examiners  classify  our  school 
as  an  A grade.  We  are  meeting  all  their  requirements  and  we  are 
greatly  benefited  by  the  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  of  Miss  Lula  West, 
their  capable  Educational  Director  and  President  of  Examining  Board. 

In  May,  1930,  we  had  six  nurses  to  graduate.  Pupil  nurses  are  re- 
quired to  be  eighteen  years  of  age  and  high  school  graduates.  This 
school  is  under  the  direct  charge  of  the  Superintendent  of  Hurses  who 
devotes  most  of  her  time  to  class  and  ward  instruction  and  acts  as  in- 
structor of  nurses.  Lectures  for  the  school  are  delivered  also  by  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Hospital  on  Monday,  P.  M.,  Staff  members  and 
Drs.  Wright,  Hicks  and  Wilkins,  on  eye,  ear,  nose  and  throat. 

Male  Depaktment  : 

This  department,  both  acute  and  chronic,  and  the  Criminal  Insane, 
are  under  the  medical  service  of  Dr.  J.  F.  Owen. 

The  general  health  of  this  department  has  been  good  during  the 
biennial  period.  The  usual  preventive  measures  in  vaccination  against 
smallpox  and  typhoid  fever  were  used  in  all  new  cases  admitted  and  to  all 
old  patients  this  prophylaxis  given  every  three  years.  Wassermanns 
are  taken  on  all  new  cases.  Regardless  of  this  precaution,  there  was 
one  case  of  typhoid  fever  in  a patient  who  had  been  vaccinated  only  one 
year  and  a half  before.  This  case  made  a good  recovery  and  no  other 
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case  developed.  Ho  suicide  on  the  Male  Department  during  this  bien- 
nium. 

The  admission  rate  on  the  male  side  has  been  greater  the  last  two 
years  than  any  previous  one  in  the  history  of  the  institution.  All  new 
patients  receive  thorough  physical  and  mental  examinations  and  the 
laboratory  tests  are  made  on  all  admitted  and  those  who  are  acutely 
sick.  Progress  notes  are  made  on  all  old  patients  at  least  once  a year 
and  oftener  if  any  unusual  mental  or  physical  condition  arises. 

We  strive  to  give  all  possible  work  to  patients,  both  male  and  female, 
for  there  is  no  other  therapy  equal  to  good,  wholesome  work.  We  could 
develop  work  in  various  departments  by  increased  number  of  trained 
employees  and  more  equipment. 

After  the  fire  of  1926,  destroying  the  male  wing  of  the  Main  Build- 
ing, it  was  rebuilt  on  the  old  foundation,  which  was  not  destroyed,  with 
a saving  of  about  $25,000  and  about  one  hundred  additional  beds  were 
planned  and  built  in  the  new  fire-proof  structure.  Many  changes  were 
made  on  the  inside  in  arrangements  of  toilets,  lavatories,  bath  rooms,  day 
rooms,  porches,  hydrotherapy  tubs,  etc.  This  was  built  for  five  hun- 
dred patients  and  there  are  now  five  hundred  and  twenty-five.  With 
the  present  rate  of  admissions,  the  crowded  condition  must  continue,  to 
be  stopped  only  by  refusing  admittance  to  others  by  the  necessary  lack 
of  room,  as  well  as  money  to  maintain  them,  when  this  limitation  is 
reached.  In  order  to  prevent  this  condition  of  over-crowding,  we  must 
provide  some  other  room.  We  have  the  State  Colony  for  inebriates 
and  drug  addicts.  They  should  not  be  kept  in  immediate  contact  with 
the  insane,  as  we  are  doing  now.  We  should  have  a separate  colony 
for  these  patients,  or  repeal  the  law  requiring  us  to  take  them.  The 
medical  profession  have  gone  on  record  at  their  last  meeting  at  Pine- 
hurst  that  a farm  colony  be  started  for  this  class  of  patients,  and  doing 
this  now  would  relieve  the  congestion  by  giving  about  fifty  beds  to  the 
insane. 

The  Criminal  Insane  Department  has  a capacity  of  eighty-eight  beds. 
The  fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1930,  starts  with  eighty-six  patients 
in  this  building.  The  admission  rate  to  this  department  has  also  in- 
creased and  owing  to  the  legal  requirements  for  us  to  admit  these 
patients,  we  cannot  postpone  their  admission.  Hence,  this  department 
will  soon  be  beyond  the  bed  capacity.  It  is  hoped  that  within  a short 
time  some  arrangements  can  be  made  for  taking  care  of  the  criminal 
insane  of  both  races  at  a separate  and  distinct  institution. 

Our  Farm  Colony,  named  the  Oaks,  is  now  under  the  care  and  super- 
vision of  Dr.  T.  A.  Lacy.  These  patients  are  mostly  chronic  ones  who 
work  on  the  farm,  at  the  dairy  and  stables. 

The  general  health  of  these  patients  has  been  very  good  and  a com- 
paratively small  per  cent  have  suffered  accidents  or  injuries  while  at 
their  work.' 

These  patients  are  sent  to  the  Oaks  by  transfer  from  the  Male  Depart- 
ment in  the  Main  Building.

The  building  is  of  brick,  but  is  not  fire-proof.  The  walls  in  some  of 
the  rooms  need  replacement.  The  wood  floors  of  the  upstairs  bathrooms 
should  be  replaced  with  concrete  floors.  These  patients  should  have  a 
courtyard  for  use  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays.  There  are  also  needed 
two  strong  rooms  with  substantial  walls  and  concrete  floors. 

The  Male  and  Female  Epileptic  Colony  buildings  are  under  the  care 
and  supervision  of  Dr.  I.  W.  Lamm.  No  disease  epidemic,  no  suicides 
and  no  peculiar  deaths  of  any  kind  during  the  biennium.  The  work  at 
these  colonies  shows  up  well  by  the  orderly  and  sanitary  manner  always 
in  evidence.  The  doctor  in  charge  reports  that  he  is  impressed  with  the 
high  morale  existing  among  the  employees  at  both  colonies. 

There  has  been  built  in  connection  with  each  colony  a fire-proof  wing 
for  holding  seventy-five  patients  each.  This  increased  room  has  long 
been  needed  for  the  accommodation  of  many  urgent  cases  from  every 
part  of  the  State,  and  we  hope  that  our  appropriation  will  enable  us  to 
take  many  of  the  most  needy  cases,  but  we  cannot  take  all  that  need  to 
come  if  we  fill  every  available  bed. 

The  various  reports  of  different  departments  speak  for  themselves. 


Religious  Services  : 

We  have  been  served  by  four  ministers  of  the  city — Rev.  J.  Furman 
Herbert  (Methodist),  on  first  Sunday;  Rev.  E.  McNeill  Poteat  (Bap- 
tist), second  Sunday;  Rev.  Geo.  F.  Cuthrell  (Christian),  third  Sunday; 
Rev.  E.  Gibson  Davis  (Baptist),  fourth  Sunday.  We  desire  to  express 
our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  them  for  their  helpful  preaching  during 
the  time  they  have  served.

CONSTRUCTION  REPORT 

By  Charles  C.  Hook,  Architect 

The  cost  of  building  construction  in  1929  and  1930  enabled  our  insti- 
tution to  award  contracts  and  complete  structures  well  within  the  appro- 
priations made  by  the  General  Assembly  of  1929. 

An  appropriation  in  the  sum  of  $212,000.00  was  made  for  the  specific 
purpose  of  constructing  a building  for  aged  women  and  the  construc- 
tion of  wings  to  the  two  epileptic  colony  buildings,  specifying  that  the 
isolation  building  for  women  should  accommodate  one  hundred,  the 
building  accommodates  one  hundred  and  three.  The  additions  to  the 
epileptic  colony  building  called  for  accommodations  for  one  hundred 
and  fifty,  these  will  accommodate  one  hundred  and  fifty-four.  These 
buildings  are  now  occupied. 

We  were  advised  that  the  appropriations  made  must  cover  everything 
necessary,  including  building  proper,  plumbing,  heating,  complete  fur- 
nishings, and  outside  service  connections;  also  fees  for  our  architect 
and  engineer.  At  this  time  a complete  report  on  the  total  expenditures 
has  not  been  made  for  the  reason  that  a few  minor  items  are  yet  to  he 
attended  to,  but  from  the  data  on  hand,  I estimate  that  we  will  be  able 
to  complete  the  above  projects  for  about  $189,000.00,  or  about  $23,000.00 
less  than  the  appropriation. 

The  structures  have  been  inspected  and  visited  by  many  persons  whose 
judgment  of  building  construction  is  considered  competent,  and  we 
consider  that  we  succeeded  in  procuring  an  exceptionally  good  piece  of 
work. 

These  structures  are  fire-proof  and  are  designed  along  practical  and 
modern  lines  of  hospital  architecture. 

CONSTRUCTION  REPORT 

By  Wiley  & Wilson,  Consulting  Engineers 

The  following  is  a statement  of  the  extent  and  cost  of  the  work  done 
by  the  above  firm  under  their  plan  and  supervision  and  completed  with- 
in the  biennium  : 


1929 — New  steam,  return  and  water  lines  to  Receiving  Building 

and  Nurses’  Home $ 5,541.73 

(This  work  was  done  with  institutional  help.) 

1929 — Electrical  connections  to  Isolation  Building  for  Women 727.78 

1929 — Heating  equipment  and  connecting  mains  for  Isolation 
Building  for  Women  and  Additions  to  Epileptic  Buildings 
for  Men  and  Women 18,820.25 
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Mechanical  Equipment  Work  How  in  Progress 

1930 — Improvements  to  Power  Plant  Piping  and  Apparatus $10,696.25 

1930 — Completion  of  orifice  system  in  Main  Central  Heating  Plant. 

Estimated  cost  7,000.00 

In  addition  to  the  above,  in  1928  we  made  up  a report  for  fire  pro- 
tection for  which  we  received  a fee  of  $280.96.  A copy  of  this  report 
was  recently  sent  to  Mr.  Rothgeb  and  we  hope  it  will  be  possible  to 
obtain  funds  from  the  coming  Legislature  to  proceed  with  these  improve- 
ments. 

Building  Requirements  for  the  Biennium  1931-1933 : 

In  making  a survey  of  the  present  facilities  to  provide  accommoda- 
tions for  the  present  population  and  provision  for  the  increased  number 
of  inmates  which  we  will  receive  during  the  biennium  1931-1933,  I 
find  that  the  recently  constructed  Isolation  Building  for  women  will 
give  us  capacity  in  our  old  building  for  fifty  additional  women  inmates, 
as  we  will  remove  about  that  number  to  the  Isolation  Building,  and 
will  still  have  room  in  the  Isolation  Building  for  fifty  additional.  Under 
these  circumstances  I find  that  we  will  not  require  additional  space  for 
women  during  the  1931-1933  biennium.  This  is  based  on  the  per  cent- 
age  of  inmates  received  annually. 

In  buildings  used  for  the  men,  I deem  it  absolutely  necessary  that 
provision  should  be  made  for  the  following  projects : 

(a)  The  addition  of  a wing  to  the  present  building  for  the  Criminal 
Insane. 

(b)  A separate  colony  established  for  the  inebriates,  those  addicted 
to  the  use  of  alcohol  and  narcotics. 

(c)  A general  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  both  men  and  women 
when  we  find  it  necessary  to  remove  them  from  other  buildings. 

PROJECTS  IN  DETAIL 
(a)  Addition  to  Building  for  Criminal  Insane: 

The  present  building  has  a capacity  for  eighty-eight  and  at  the  pres- 
ent time  we  have  eighty-one  inmates  in  this  building. 

Fortunately  this  building  was  constructed  and  located  so  as  to  enable 
us  to  make  additions  easily  and  economically,  and  I recommend  that  it 
be  enlarged  by  the  addition  of  a wing  to  the  rear  with  a capacity  for 
fifty  additional  inmates. 

Considering  the  character  of  these  inmates,  it  is  necessary  that  each 
inmate  have  his  separate  cell  room,  as  we  cannot  resort  to  dormitories, 
and  it  is  also  necessary  that  these  rooms  be  exceedingly  well  built  as 
to  their  strength,  heavy  doors,  steel  guards,  and  other  items  which  are 
not  necessary  in  some  of  our  other  buildings. 

I recommend  that  the  present  dining-room  on  the  ground  floor  of  this 
building  be  extended  back  about  36  feet,  thus  affording  the  required 
additional  dining-room  space  for  the  fifty  additional  inmates.  The 
present  serving  room  will  be  sufficiently  large  to  take  care  of  the  added 
dimensions  of  the  dining-room. 
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To  the  left  of  this  dining-room  extension,  we  should  have  a day  room 
for  these  fifty  additional  inmates,  this  day  room  to  be  on  the  ground 
floor,  as  the  slope  of  the  ground  will  make  this  wing  a three-story  struc- 
ture at  the  rear  and  bring  it  on  a line  with  the  old  two-story  portion. 

The  entire  upper  two  stories  to  be  divided  into  fifty  single  rooms,  also 
stairways  at  each  end  of  wing,  bathrooms,  toilet  rooms,  clothes  rooms 
and  utility  rooms  on  each  floor. 

The  construction  of  this  wing  with  its  relation  to  the  present  build- 
ing, with  the  addition  of  a fifteen-foot  wall  about  thirty  feet  long,  and 
concrete  paving,  will  give  us  a much-needed  outdoor  court  where  the 
inmates  of  this  building  may  be  permitted  to  get  out  doors  for  recrea- 
tion without  the  necessity  of  a large  number  of  guards  to  watch  them. 

Some  minor  modifications  at  the  points  of  contact  between  the  new 
building  wing  and  the  old  will  also  he  necessary. 

In  accordance  with  a tentative  sketch  and  an  estimate,  I have  been 
advised  that  the  new  wing,  together  with  the  enclosing  wall,  paved 
court,  all  plumbing,  heating,  architects’  and  engineers’  services 

will  cost $38,947.00 

To  this  must  he  added  the  furniture  and  other  necessary 
equipment,  which  based  on  recent  purchases,  would  be....  2,000.00 

Making  the  total  amount  necessary  for  this  addition $40,947.00 

(b)  A Building  for  Inebriates: 

These  men  are  now  occupying  space  in  the  main  building,  which 
space  is  required  for  the  increase  which  will  follow  in  the  next  two 
years,  and  it  is  not  desirable  that  this  type  of  inmates  should  be  housed 
with  the  type  of  inmates  in  the  main  building. 

A separate  building  isolated  and  planned  with  a view  to  future  exten- 
sion should  he  built,  and  it  should  be  constructed  for  about  fifty  in- 
mates. Certain  portions,  however,  should  be  built  which  may  be  used 
when  additional  wings  are  added  without  destroying  or  enlargement, 
such  as  the  kitchen,  end  porches  which  may  be  used  in  connection  with 
future  additions,  boiler-room,  storage,  smokestack,  etc. 

This  building  should  have  about  six  rooms  for  individuals  and  the 
remaining  forty-four  should  be  placed  in  groups  of  four  each.  Attend- 
ants’ rooms  must  also  be  provided  in  this  building.  While  a dining- 
room for  fifty  will  suffice,  it  should  be  planned  so  as  to  afford  additions 
for  each  wing  when  added,  but  adjacent  to  the  initial  dining-room  and 
kitchen. 

Tentative  sketches  and  estimates  made  for  this  new  building,  with 
the  necessary  outside  connections,  service  lines,  plumbing,  heating,  cold 


storage,  fees  for  architect  and  engineer,  is  estimated  at $79,800.00 

To  this  must  be  added  the  furniture  and  equipment, 

which  is  estimated  at : 3,000.00 


Making  total  amount  necessary  for  this  project $81,800.00 
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(c)  A General  Hospital  : 

Our  institution  is  in  need  of  a general  hospital.  The  building  which 
we  are  using  for  that  purpose  is  a makeshift  and  was  built  as  a receiv- 
ing building  for  men. 

We  have  been  forced  to  use  a part  of  the  main  building  as  a receiv- 
ing building, . which  is  not  intended  for  that  purpose,  and  in  using  the 
men’s  receiving  building  as  a general  hospital,  we  are  compelled  to 
operate  under  disadvantages.  The  arrangement  of  rooms  is  not  satis- 
factory for  general  hospital  purposes. 

A new  general  hospital,  affording  space  for  not  less  than  one  hundred 
beds,  should  be  constructed,  planned  along  the  lines  of  modern  hos- 
pital construction  and  properly  equipped. 

It  should  have  a few  single  rooms,  but  many  dormitory  rooms  where 
patients  may  be  grouped.  A part  of  this  structure  should  be  two  stories 
and  a part  three  stories,  ample  porch  and  day-room  space,  operating 
rooms,  sterilization  rooms,  utility,  toilet  and  bath-rooms,  staff  dining- 
rooms, general  kitchen  and  other  minor  rooms  required  for  such  a struc- 
ture. The  dental  work,  and  minor  and  major  operating  should  also  be 
done  in  this  building  and  it  should  also  contain  the  hospital  pharmacy. 

The  building  should  be  located  on  a sloping  ground  so  as  to  afford 
the  best  of  light  in  the  space  assigned  to  basement  which  would  be  under 
one-half  of  the  structure  and  well  out  of  ground.  Several  sites  on  the 
campus  are  available  for  this  purpose  and  the  orientation  with  refer- 
ence to  proper  light,  air  and  sanitation  has  been  carefully  considered  in 
the  location.  To  the  left  of  the  Erwin  Building  or  between  the  home 
of  the  Superintendent  and  the  present  improvised  hospital  building 
could  be  used  to  advantage. 

The  building,  considering  the  purpose  for  which  it  is  to  be  used,  must 
also  have  an  elevator,  as  patients  cannot  be  moved  satisfactorily  from 
operating  rooms  to  the  other  floors  by  the  use  of  stairways. 

I am  informed  that  the  cost  of  general  hospital  construction,  owing 
to  the  prorata  amount  of  other  space  required  for  each  inmate,  will  be 
greater  than  that  of  any  kind  of  a structure  that  we  have  or  will  require. 

Such  a structure  is  estimated  to  cost  complete,  not  including  equip- 
ment, but  including  plumbing,  heating,  fees,  electrical  work,  elevator 

and  outside  connections $157,270.00 

The  equipment,  which  would  include  the  furniture, 
kitchen  equipment,  diet  kitchen  equipment,  linen,  and 
some  additional  equipment  for  operating  and  treatment 
rooms,  would  be 10,000.00 

Making  total  amount  necessary  for  a general  hospital... .$167,270.00 

Much  of  the  equipment  or  furnishings  in  the  present  hospital  would 
remain  and  be  used  for  the  receiving  building  for  men. 

Our  buildings  must  all  be  of  fire-proof  construction,  and  we  cannot 
build  along  the  same  lines  which  are  followed  by  education  and  many 
other  institutions  in  the  State. 
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Our  windows  must  be  guarded,  our  plumbing  must  be  installed  differ- 
ently, our  hardware  must  be  of  a special  type,  our  doors  must  be  of  a 
heavy  type  and  many  of  them  made  of  steel  plates.  Building  with  a 
yiew  to  proper  sanitation  and  preparing  for  heavy  wear  and  tear  are 
most  essential. 

Appropriations  should  also  be  made  for  other  permanent  improve- 
ments, as  follows : 

Ice  plant  is  very  much  needed,  as  the  old  one  is  nearly  worn  out.  Our 
Mr.  Rothgeb,  Chief  Engineer,  will  estimate  this,  but  it  will  take  be- 
tween seven  and  eight  thousand  ($7,000  and  $8,000)  Dollars  to  put 
this  in. 

Hew  floors  for  the  male  and  female  dining-rooms  must  be  replaced  and 
we  have  an  estimate  that  this  will  cost  approximately  fifty-five  hundred 
($5,500)  dollars. 

Conclusion  : 

To  the  heads  of  all  departments,  I extend  my  grateful  appreciation 
for  their  loyal  and  faithful  support  and  cooperation. 

Members  of  the  Medical  Staff  during  the  biennium  have  worked 
willingly  and  with  good  results  in  the  care  and  treatment  of  their  pa- 
tients. 

To  each  member  of  my  Board  I tender  cordial  thanks  for  advice,  loy- 
alty and  support  so  generously  given  me  in  directing  the  business  of  the 
Institution. 

“To  make  our  Hospital  equal  to  any  and  surpassed  by  none,”  is  still 
our  motto.

DEPARTMENT  REPORTS 


REPORT  OF  ENGINEER 

In  the  two  years  ending  June  30,  1930,  the  organization  of  this  depart- 
ment has  been  directed  especially  toward  economical  power  plant  opera- 
tion while  at  the  same  time  a large  amount  of  permanent  improvement 
work  has  been  carried  on. 

In  the  operation  of  the  plant,  other  departments  almost  without  excep- 
tion, cooperated  freely  and  willingly  in  utilizing  the  services  rendered 
by  the  Power  Plant,  in  an  economical  and  efficient  way.  In  the  use 
of  water,  for  example,  the  use  of  which  can  only  be  controlled  by  the 
departments,  there  has  been  a saving  of  nearly  nine  million  gallons 
under  the  amount  used  for  the  fiscal  year  1927-28.  This  is  in  the  face 
of  an  increase  in  population  of  nearly  200  patients.  During  1927-28 
the  average  daily  consumption  of  water  per  patient  was  206  gallons  and 
this  last  year  it  was  only  176  gallons  or  a reduction  of  nearly  15  per 
cent  per  capita.  These  figures  are  based  on  the  total  water  consump- 
tion for  the  institution  and  include  water  used  in  rendering  all  services 
as  laundry,  power  and  lights,  heating,  refrigerating,  dairy  and  farm 
products,  etc. 

The  coal  consumed  per  capita  during  1926-27  was  6.45  tons  while 
during  the  fiscal  year  just  ended  it  was  only  3.86  tons.  This  includes 
coal  furnished  employees  and  is  the  lowest  per  capita  record  since  1923, 
beyond  which  year  we  have  no  coal  records  available.  The  next  lowest 
is  4.70  for  1928-29.  With  improvements  and  modernization  of  our 
heating  system  which  is  now  under  way  and  the  installation  of  a more 
economical  refrigerating  plant  this  consumption  can  be  further  reduced 
for  the  next  fiscal  year.  A tabulation  of  monthly  fuel  costs  are  given 
on  the  following  page  and  a detailed  account  of  our  methods  of  plant 
operation,  the  purchasing  of  coal,  and  the  results  obtained  was  pub- 
lished in  Power,  June  17,  1930  issue.  Probably  the  most  comprehen- 
sive insight  on  the  tremendous  improvements  and  economies  developed 
in  the  Engineering  Department  within  the  last  eight  years  is  given  in 
the  report  for  the  fiscal  year  1922-23  when  nearly  $83,000  was  spent 
for  serving  about  1,200  patients  and  during  last  year  only  $48,000  was 
spent  in  serving  nearly  1,800  patients.  This  is  a reduction  of  over  60 
per  cent  in  per  capita  costs.  This  has  been  brought  about  by  the  in- 
stallation of  modern  power  plant  equipment  begun  while  Mr.  T.  A. 
Holliday  was  Chief  Engineer  under  the  direction  of  Wiley  & Wilson, 
Consulting  Engineers,  Lynchburg,  Ya. 

When  the  improvements  now  under  way  have  been  completed  our 
plant  will  stand  as  a model  of  efficient  and  economical  service,  employ- 
ing the  latest  in  machinery  and  boiler  equipment,  and  of  ample  size 
to  meet  future  requirements. 

This,  however,  is  not  true  of  our  refrigerating  plant  which  is  separate 
and  apart  from  the  main  power  and  light  plant.  This  plant  was  in- 
stalled in  1921,  using  the  best  equipment  then  available  but  it  is  now* 
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obsolete  and  uneconomical  to  operate  in  the  light  of  improved  and 
modern  machines.  The  brine  lines  throughout  the  system  are  corroded 
to  the  point  where  a large  expenditure  must  either  be  made  to  replace 
them  or  an  investment  made  in  a more  up-to-date  refrigeration  system. 
In  the  face  of  modern  improvements  in  refrigerating  plants  the  latter 
seems  to  be  the  only  logical  solution.  During  the  past  year  a good 
amount  of  study  has  been  given  the  refrigeration  system  and  Dr.  Ran- 
dolph, Industrial  Chemist  of  State  College,  has  been  directing  our 
methods  of  operation.  We  found,  however,  that  corrosion  had  already 
nearly  destroyed  the  circulating  brine  pipes  and  other  equipment.  We 
believe  our  control  of  acid  and  alkaline  conditions  prevented  further 
corrosion  to  a great  extent,  but  even  with  the  best  of  care  the  system 
cannot  serve  more  than  another  year  or  two  without  a large  outlay  for 
renewing  all  brine  lines,  valves,  and  fittings  or  installing  a new  and 
more  economical  system. 

Within  the  last  biennium  three  or  four  hundred  dollars  in  brine  and 
ammonia  have  been  lost  through  the  breaking  of  pipes  and  fittings,  de- 
stroyed by  corrosion  and  the  cooling  tank  furnishing  the  cold  storage 
rooms  had  to  be  discarded  altogether  and  a temporary  connection  is  now 
in  use  which  the  cold  storage  rooms  are  furnished  brine  from  the  ice- 
making vat.  It  is  impossible  to  know  just  where  or  when  a break 
will  occur  and  when  it  does  often  the  entire  charge  of  brine  is  lost. 
The  modernization  of  this  system  is  probably  the  most  pressing  need 
within  the  Engineering  Department  at  present  and  also  offers  a sub- 
stantial return  on  the  investment.  Another  very  bad  condition  exists 
in  regard  to  the  water  supply  for  the  institution  at  the  Colony  Build- 
ings in  particular,  the  pressure  fluctuates  to  such  an  extent  that  often 
no  water  can  be  had  on  the  second  floor.  This  not  only  is  bad  from  a 
service  standpoint  but  might  be  a serious  handicap  in  the  case  of  fire. 
An  appropriation  of  $12,000  has  been  made  by  the  State  for  recondi- 
tioning our  water  supply  and  while  this  will  not  carry  out  the  project 
as  originally  planned  it  is  believed  that  amount  will  be  sufficient  to 
greatly  relieve  the  present  condition. 

Our  steam-driven  fire  pump  is  maintained  in  good  condition  but  there 
are  no  hose  which  would  be  safe  to  use  in  case  of  fire.  The  small  amount 
of  hose  on  hand  has  deteriorated  not  from  improper  care  or  misuse  but 
from  old  age  over  a period  of  about  ten  years.  It  is  urgently  recom- 
mended that  the  necessary  amount  of  hose  be  purchased  to  utilize  our 
present  equipment  to  advantage. 

This  recommendation  is  even  more  urgent  for  the  Colony  Buildings 
since  they  are  located  farther  from  the  city  fire  department  and  con- 
siderable time  would  be  required  for  the  city  apparatus  to  respond  to  a 
fire  call  at  these  locations.  For  the  main  group  of  buildings,  one  thou- 
sand feet  of  hose  attached  to  the  present  fire  pump  would  reach  as  far 
as  the  Hospital  Building,  or  in  the  other  direction  to  R,  S and  T Wards 
and  Erwin  Building.  Since  this  fire  pump  is  supplied  from  the  Insti- 
tution’s 450,000-gallon  reservoir,  hose  leading  off  from  it  are  entirely 
independent  of  the  city  mains  and  would  in  no  manner  interfere  with 
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city  apparatus  when  it  arrived  as  their  pumpers  would  connect  direct 
to  the  city  mains. 

The  Permanent  Improvement  projects  which  were  carried  on  under 
the  supervision  of  the  plant  engineer  are  as  follows: 

1.  All  underground  electric  cable  pits  have  been  drained  wherever 
drainage  was  possible.  This  has  eliminated  previous  trouble  experi- 
enced with  short  circuiting  of  the  high  voltage  cables.  Practically  no 
cost  was  involved  since  old  piping  not  fit  for  other  service  was  used  for 
draining. 

2.  An  electric  flow  meter  was  installed  to  record  the  flow  of  steam  to 
the  generating  units.  The  meter  installed  was  removed 

from  the  feed  water  lines,  where  it  was  of  no  practical 
value,  and  adapted  to  its  present  use  at  a cost  for  ma- 
terial of  $ 50.00 

3.  The  old  smoke  stack  serving  the  incinerator  was  repaired 

under  contract  at  a cost  of 450.00 

4.  Approximately  500  feet  new  radiation  installed  in  Laun- 
dry and  Carpenter  Shop 50.00 

5.  Three-phase  line  to  Colony  Buildings  completed  and  a 
three-phase  disconnect  switch  serving  a discarded  genera- 
tor was  re-installed  to  serve  this  line.  Ho  cost  for  new  ma- 
terial. 

6.  A motor-driven  blower  was  installed  in  the  potato  house 
near  the  dairy  barn  and  the  house  was  wired  for  lights. 

7.  Hew  steam  and  hot  water  lines  to  nurses’  Home  installed 


in  concrete  duct 5,500.00 

8.  Hot  water  heating  lines  in  attic  of  Seventh  Ward  were  in- 
sulated at  a cost  for  material  of 25.00 

9.  The  mattress  sterilizer  at  the  Carpenter  Shop  was  insu- 
lated at  a cost  for  material  of 50.00 


10.  The  450,000-gallon  surface  reservoir  was  cleaned  and 
water-proofed  with  asphalt  to  prevent  considerable  leak- 
age that  was  taking  place.  The  method  of  water-proofing 
was  more  or  less  temporary  and  was  substituted  for  a con- 
tract price  of  $500.00.  However,  the  temporary  method 

has  been  very  effective.  Cost  of  material 32.00 

11.  A new  8-inch  sewer  line  was  installed  to  provide  an  ade- 

quate outfall  for  the  7th,  8th,  9th  and  10th  Wards.  A 
manhole  and  catch-basin  of  special  design  prevents  stop- 
page where  the  new  sewer  enters  the  outfall  to  the  old 
mains.  Cost  of  materials 250.00 

12.  Pipe  railings  have  been  built  around  the  engine  generator 
sets  for  safety  to  patients  and  others  passing  through  the 
generating  room.  There  was  no  cost  for  new  material  as 
the  entire  job  was  completed  with  salvaged  material.  Hew 


material  would  have  cost 50.00 

13.  A hot  air  duct  was  built  for  carrying  hot  air  from  the  top 
of  the  boiler-room  to  the  blower-room  for  combustion  in 
the  furnaces  at  a cost  of - 86.00 
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14.  Two  vats  were  constructed  for  tlie  cannery  under  the  plans 
of  the  plant  engineer  by  the  Raleigh  Iron  Works  at  a cost 
of  $ 85.00 

15.  The  heating  system  in  the  Greenhouse  has  been  revamped  and 
several  hundred  dollars  worth  of  unnecessary  material  salvaged,  which 
material  will  be  used  to  construct  a high  pressure  steam  line  to  the  Hos- 
pital Building  for  sterilizing. 

16.  The  cooling  water  from  the  ammonia  coils  of  the  ice  plant  has 
been  connected  to  the  intake  of  the  hot  water  tanks  rather  than  sprayed 
to  the  pond  as  previously.  This  gives  warm  ingoing  water  to  the  tanks 
thereby  using  less  fuel  to  heat  the  tanks  to  normal  temperature.  It  also 
prevents  an  excess  of  water  being  used  and  then  wasted  in  overflow  from 
the  cooling  pond. 

17.  A gas-heated  steam  sterilizer  was  installed  in  the  Hospital  Labo- 
ratory at  practically  no  cost  for  new  materials.  The  sterilizer  was  one 
previously  used  in  the  Hospital  Building  and  was  replaced  by  a larger 
one. 

18.  Every  truck,  tractor,  and  car  owned  by  the  Institution  has  re- 
ceived a complete  overhauling,  in  most  cases  the  block  was  re-bored 
and  fitted  with  new  pistons,  rings,  etc. 

The  costs  include  only  the  material  and  extra  labor  required  for  carry- 
ing out  the  projects.  All  excavating  and  backfilling  and  unskilled  labor 
was  done  by  patient  labor  under  the  supervision  of  a labor  foreman  and 
other  skilled  labor  was  done  by  the  regular  maintenance  men.  The 
largest  project  was  the  installation  of  the  steam  and  hot  water  lines  to 
the  Nurses*  Home.  Plans  and  specifications  were  furnished  by  Wiley 
& Wilson,  Consulting  Engineers  of  Lynchburg,  Ya.  This  project  alone 
was  installed  at  an  actual  cost  of  $5,500.  The  cost  of  this  work  under 
contract  as  estimated  by  our  Engineers  would  have  been  $13,750,  there- 
fore a saving  of  $8,250  was  made  on  this  project  alone  by  using  patient 
labor  less  the  time  of  regular  maintenance  and  other  skilled  labor 
chargeable  to  the  project. 

On  the  new  sewer  installation,  which  was  directed  by  the  Sanitary 
Engineering  Bureau,  the  amount  of  labor  performed  on  the  original 
contract  of  P.  N.  Howard  was  $700.00  and  the  additions  and  extras 
carried  out  on  this  work  including  the  construction  of  a septic  tank 
amount  to  nearly  $1,700.  Since  most  of  this  work  was  excavating  and 
back-filling,  the  materials  chargeable  against  it  are  probably  only  $300, 
leaving  a net  saving  to  the  institution  of  $1,400.00  on  this  project.  In 
all,  probably  $10,000  has  been  saved  by  using  Institutional  help  and  the 
projects  have  all  been  carried  out  in  a very  satisfactory  manner,  prob- 
ably more  thoroughly  than  if  they  had  been  under  contract.

Sir: — I hereby  submit  to  you  the  work  done  in  the  Carpenter  and 
Paint  Department  from  June  30th,  1928,  to  June  30tli,  1930. 

Installed  wood  mantle,  painted  three  rooms  and  hall  at  Engineer’s 
Building.  Lowered  ceiling,  lathed  same,  bricked  opening  and  papered 
walls  in  bed  room.  Painted  corridor  leading  to  female  dining-room — 
two  coats.  Painted  S Ward  sitting  room  and  two  rooms  at  Female 
Epileptic  Colony. 

Painted  interior  of  Male  Epileptic  Colony.  Made  three  tables  3x10 
feet,  and  sugar  bins  for  female  serving  room.  Converted  10  kegs  into 
coolers  and  painted  same  for  wards.  Painted  exterior  and  interior 
Steward’s  cottage  and  sanded  and  varnished  floors.  Remodeled  potato 
house,  ceiled  interior  with  Celotex  and  built  operating  room  for  same. 

Painted  potato  house,  granery,  three  corn  cribs,  cow  shed,  dairy  barn 
and  cow-pens.  Painted  interior  of  recreational  hall.  Painted  exterior 
of  four  cottages  on  Boylan  Drive.  Built  garage  at  rear  of  Doctor’s 
cottage  10  x 16  feet,  and  covered  same  with  roofing  paper.  Put  up  150 
feet  of  courtyard  fencing  at  rear  of  Receiving  Building.  This  fencing 
was  taken  from  an  old  fence  in  the  pines.  Painted  cottage  at  Boylan 
Bridge  entrance.

These  lots  and  house 
were  built  of  heart  pine.  Made  two  outside  doors  for  cow  sheds  4'  x 9 ft. 
Painted  exterior  of  two-story  house ; also  two  rooms  in  house  west  of 
railroad  tracks. 

Made  six  tables  for  male  dining  room  38"  wide  by  12'  long,  cov- 
ered with  rift  pine  flooring  and  sanded  and  varnished  same.  Made  8 
barrel  coolers  for  wards.  Erected  wire  guards  on  9th  and  10th  Wards. 
Painted  interior  of  Dr.  Adams’  residence.  Painted  diet  kitchen,  front 
hall  in  kitchen,  white  employees’  dining  room,  officers’  dining  room  on 
first  and  second  floors  of  Center  Building.

Painted 
two  stairway  ceilings  of  hall  and  dormitories,  border  and  floors  at  Hos- 
pital Building. 

Made  and  fitted  14  screens  in  the  cottage  formerly  used  by  Dr.  Adams. 
Covered  garage  to  house  in  front  of  Nurses’  Home  with  corrugated  iron. 
Made  10  book-cases  for  male  wards,  six  for  Main  Building,  2 for  Epi- 
leptic Colony  and  two  for  Oaks  Colony.  Replaced  35  stall  partitions, 
patched  cork  brick,  and  painted  milk  cooling  room  in  dairy  barn.  Built 
4 medicine  cabinets — one  for  R-Ward,  one  for  Erwin  Building  and  two 
for  Gr-Ward.  Painted  three  bath  rooms  in  Center  Building.  Painted 
in  Center  Building  basement  and  whitewashed  part  of  it.  Made  two 
kitchen  cabinets  for  kitchen.  Laid  rift  pine  floor  in  kitchen,  back  porch 
and  pantry  of  Doctor’s  home  at  colony.  Put  in  reinforced  bars  in  25 
windows  on  10th  Ward.  We  used  5/8  1 % bars  fastened  to  the  window 
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guards,  and  made  three  window  guards  for  bottom  window  with  heavy 
wire  for  10th  Ward.  Made  three  window  screens  for  hall  on  third  floor 
of  Center  Building.  Made  screen  door  for  Doctor  Ashley’s  room,  made 
two  kitchen  cabinets  for  Main  Building,  tops  covered  with  zinc.  Made 
door  for  garbage-shed.  Painted  100  beds,  made  and  fitted  14  sash  for 
engine  and  pump  room  windows  on  roof. 

Built  50  ft.  beaver  board  partition  in  male  dining-room,  put  screen 
wire  and  locks  on  14  windows  in  male  dining-room  corridor,  built  par- 
tition for  supply  room  in  present  blanket  room,  also  made  shelves.  Built 
lawn  fence,  court  48/115  feet,  piped  part  and  pulled  poultry  wire  on 
same.

Made  cabinets  for  new 
clothes  rooms.  Repainted  floor  and  roof  of  old  cow  barn.  Built  forms 
and  poured  concrete  culvert  under  road  at  Railroad  Crossing.  Re- 
paired doors,  locks,  screens  in  G-Ward.  Patched  plastering  on  wards.
